Applicant has reinstated an appeal for the above referenced application. According to §1204.1 of 

the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure: 

Any previously paid appeal fees set forth in 37 CFR 41 .20 for filing a notice of 
appeal, filing an appeal brief, and requesting an oral hearing (if applicable) will be 
applied to the new appeal on the same application as long as a final Board 
decision has not been made on the prior appeal. 

If, however, the appeal fees have increased since they were previously paid, then 
appellant must pay the difference between the current fee(s) and the amount 
previously paid. 

On September 26, 2003 Applicant paid the $320 fee for filing a Notice of Appeal. On September 
25, 2003 Applicant paid the $330 fee for filing an Appeal Brief. A final Board decision was not 
made on this appeal.
